Mr. Barber was tried at th at time on 
a ch arge of h aving sawed off fence 
posts on th e Bundy farm, 
wh ich 
adjoined h is place. 
Th e decision in part say s: “ Th ere 
was error in th e court sending th e 
jury under th e care of th e sh eriff, 
over Mr. Barber’s objections to view 
th e premises; th e statute 
contem­ 
plates th e jury viewing th e premises 
only on consent of both sides. ” 
Th e decision also mentions, among 
oth er minor details th at constitutes 
grounds for reversal, th at “ th e 14th 
instruction is erroneous as it inti­ 
mates th at appellant’s guilt depends 
upon h is righ t to destroy th e fence, 
not upon th e q uestion of wh eth er or 
not lie was acting in good faith . Th e 
q uestion of th e sufficiency of th e ev­ 
idence is not considered.”

king and other angles. Both men ace 
giving the subject of indemnification 
for the 'Nanking affair serious con- 
sideration, while in China Minister 
MacMuray and Admiral C. S. Wil- 
liams also are studying it closely.

Set Aside in Case Against Morton 


Baiter of Carthage, Convicted of 


Malicious Trespass 


FINED AND SENT TO JAIL 


The supreme court has announced 


the reversal of a decision given by 
a jury in the Bush circuit court on 
September 6, 1923, in the ease of 
the state against Morton Barber of 
Carthage, who was found guilty of 
malicious trespass, and fined $36 and 
sentenced to jail for 21 days. 


Several errors were pointed out 


by the supreme court, which decrees 
that the verdict shall be set aside. 
Mr. Barber was tried at that time on 
a charge of having sawed off fence 
posts on the Bundy farm, 
which 


adjoined his place. 


The decision in part says: "There 


was error in the court sending the 
jury under the care of the sheriff, 
over Mr. Barber's objections to view 
the premises; the statute contem- 
plates the jury viewing the premises 
only on consent of both sides." 


The decision also mentions, among 


other minor details that constitutes 
grounds for reversal, that "the 14th 
instruction is erroneous as it inti- 
mates that appellant's guilt depends 
upon his right to destroy' the fence, 
not upon the question of whether or 
not he was acting in good faith. The 
question of the sufficiency of the ev- 
idence is not considered." 


The charge against the defendant 


was for malicious trespass, and the 
higher court ruled that the charge is 
sufficient 'although it 
does 
not 


charge that "they were 'unlawfully' 
done, as the charge that they were 
'maliciously 
and 
mischicviously' 


done shows that they were unlawful 
under the statute."

The order'for the new Marine ex- 


peditionary force, the third, came 
only a few hours after Admiral C. 
S. Williams, commander 
_ of the 


Asiatic fleet, ha'd reported possibility 
of serious trouble soon in the upper 
Yangtze Valley,'•whence nearly all 
Amercans now have been evacuated. 


Williams, it was - learned 
today, 


asked for the concentration of otht-r 
Marines at San Diego when he re- 
quested 1,500 more Marines 
for 


Shanghai several days ago. The 1.- 
500 bound for Shanghai are now 
proceeding across country and will 
sail on the transport Henderson ear- 
ly next week. The voyage will take 
22 days. 


Apparently developments in the 


few days since his request

have convinced the administration 
of the wisdom of holding other for- 
ces in readiness on the west coast, 
as Williams suggested.

Passing Sound Uws 


A part of the duties of a com- 


mission created by an act of the re- 
cent session of the legislature will 
be to search for old laws that are 
no longer operative arid recommend 
their repeal. This is. well and good. 
Many laws that nave been 
anti- 


quated through changes iu the cus- 
toms, habits and . thought of 
the 


.people might as well be taken off 
the statute books. They ,are mean- 
ingless. 


Other laws of more recent date 


are in the same class's as 
those 


ivliich have been rendered valueless 
by time. Law enforcement seems to 
lie goveruedjn some measure by the 
power of public opinion. There are 
numerous examples of state laws 
which are enforced in some com- 
munities and winked at in others. 


But what Indiana needs more 


than a commission to codify 
the 


laws and advise the repeal of those 
which are not applicable to present 
day conditions, is a legislature that 
will pass laws which will not 
be 


questionable after they are passed. 


Ko session of the legislature in 


recent years has gone out of exis- 
tence, leaving such a muddle as the 
recent session. Any number of acts 
were passed and approved l»y 
the 


governor, which already have a hazy 
legal status though they have not 
yet goiie iuto effect. 


The legislature made a notorious 


record in the matter of salary in- 
creases. After passing a bill early 
in the session to increase the pay 
4i£ inpinliprs from $ti to $10 a. day, 
the legislators seemed-disposed to 
treat every other applicant for 
a 


pay raise in the same manner. It is 
commendable, to practice the gold- 
en rule, but questionable in this in- 
stance when the promise of 
both 


political parties was for economy. 


The 1925 session of tho legislature 


unacted a law providing that 
the 


salary of any oflicer chosen for any 
elective ulik-e, cither township, city, 
county or slate, shall not be in- 
creased during the term for which 
such officer is elected. 
— 


It was held before the 
members 


of the general assembly ever raised 
their own salaries, that such action 


%would be unconstitutional. The leg- 
islators weiit on regardless, passing 
the bill over the governor's 
veto, 


and when the auditor of state re- 
fused to pay them -flO a day, took 
the question to court, where it is 
now being tried. 


More than a score of bills increas- 


ing the salaries of other public of- 
ficials were introduced and about 
twenty were made laws and signed 
bv the'gq\cmor. The validity of all 
these is being questioned, due 
to 


the act of the 1925 session, 
with 


the exception of increases applying 
to appointive offices. It is argued by 
those upholding the' legislature that 
oue session of the general assembly 
can not bing another. Perhaps not, 
but the most recent'session, to set a 
proper example for the people who 
arc supposed to obey 
the 
laws, 


might at least have gone through 
the formality of repealing the 1925 
act. 


Other examples of the inefficiency 


of the recent legislature 
are 
at 


hand. There is some question about 
the constitutionality of the 
law 


which repealed the act of tbe 1925 
session governing' the distribution of 
dog tax funds, formerly the dog 


^^^^^^^4^Ps5S^^P3i5ps 
taxes wr* taraed orer to 4h 
ship trustees, who;paid f or damages 
to livestock resulting from 
dogs. 


Two years agp the legislature took 
control over the dog tax fund away 
from the trustees and placed it un- 
der the auditor. 


The question now arises, is the 


law passed this year a regulatory or 
revenue measure? If it is classed as 
a revenue measure, as it seems it 
should be, it is unconstitutional be- 
cause the basic law of the 
c state 


provides that all revenue measures 
shall originate in the house. 
This 


bill was introduced in the senate. 


Court action is in prospect to get 


an opinion on the matter. Mean- 
while, the voters might give a little 
consideration to the matter of elect- 
ing a legislature which can 
pass 


laws that will not need to be con- 
strued as soon as they are passed. 


Useless Sacrilces 


An estimate recently announced 


places the number of deaths in auto- 
mobile accidents last year at 23,000, 
which is an increase of five percent 
over 1925. Numerically the death list 
is rising, but one comforting phase 
of the situation is that the.number 


J deaths is not growing in propor- 


tion to the increase"*in automobiles 
in use. 


The distressing feature of this 


useless sacrifice of human life 
is 


that nearly forty percent of the au- 
tomobile fatalities happen to chid- 
rcn under fifteen years of age, while 
the mortality is especially 
heavy 


between the ages of five and ten. 
Approximately eleven out of every 
twenty lives lost in accidents to pe- 
destrians were those 
of children. 


Scarlet fever and measles together 
caused only 176 more deaths among 
children than automobiles in forty- 
one states, according to figures re- 
cently compiled. 


There would be little to regret if 


the speed were disastrous only 
to 


the driver responsible for it. But it 
usually is the innocent pedestrian 
who gets the ill effects. 


Individual responsibility can 
not 


be minimized in any attempt to bring 
about a reduction in the heavy toll 
that speed exacts. Caution 
should 


be stimulated more than ever 
by 


the knowledge of 
accidents that 


could have been avoided. The haz- 
ards of streets and highways 
are 


great enough without adding to them 
by recklessness and speeding. 


Caution can scarcely be overdone 


in driving an automobile when the 
danger of accident is ever present. 
The mounting deaths should be a 
constant warning to be careful. Un- 
less every automobile driver con- 
siders the problem from a personal 
standpoint, the tragedies of present- 
day travel can not be expected to 
decrease. Impersonal treatment of 
the matter will not suffice; every mo- 
torist will have to feel a personal 
responsibility if 
any headway 
is 


made in reducing the death toll.

WTA S H I N GTON—The 
farmer- 
" labor party of Minnesota, which 
has sent Magnus Johnson and Hen- 
rik Shipstead to the Senate, may 
not be in such sore straights as 
alleged in various reports which 
have recently reached this city. 


William A. Anderson, the emi- 


nent St. Paul lawyer who serves as 
state chairman* ot the party, proba- 
bly would be the last man to admit 
such a state ot affairs and he 
doesnt. He denies it. 
• He predicts that this party, 
which is now the smallest minority 
In the Senate, will elect not only a 
farmer-labor senator-in the 1928 
elections.'but a farmer-labor, gover- 
nor as well, if only under the in- 
spiration Of the Republican ad- 
ministration's failure to supply 
form relief legislation. 


Anderson has no prediction to 


make as to who will be the farmer- 
labor candidates. Or even any sug- 
gestion. This may be significant, if 
you must have your significance. 
Magnus Johnson, who made such a 
splash during his brief term here. 
has now been beaten In subsequent 
campaigns for the Senate and the 
governorship. 
Magnus, it would 


seem, is likely to bow gracefully in 
1928 and allow the farmer-labor 
banner t» be carried by stronger 
hands.

Then there is Senator Shipstead. 


There it some discussion as to 
whether he will be a candidate and
